VROTECT THE PHEASANTS WE HAVE 
The hunting season is on and while some local sports- 
men report fair bags of ducks, birds in general do not ap- 
pear to be as plentiful as last year. With this apparent 
scarcity of ducks some of our hunters may feel inclined 
to trek through the fields in cuest of upland game birds, 
although the true sportsman will refrain from this pro- 
cedure, knowing that there is no open season at the pres- 
ent time on prairie chicken, partridge or pheasant. 
However, the pheasant season will open in the Dids- 
bury area on Monday, October 14, and while very few 
pheasants are in evidence in the immediate vicinity there 
must be present a large portion of the 90 young pheasants 
hierated by the Didsbury Fish and Game Association 
early this summer. These birds were liberated in the dist- 
rict for the sole purpose of establishing the pheasant in 
this part of the province in the hope that they will multi- 
piv and previde excellent sport in the vears ahead. If we | 
shoot them off now the good work of the Fish and Game 
Association will have been in vain. 
The area around Didsbury is ideal for pheasants and | 
it is to he hoped that they will become firmly established | 
here in the next few vears. We would urge hunters and | 
sportsinen to do their utmost to protect the breeding stock 
this year at least, so that definite information can be ob- | 
tained in the spring on just how these fine game birds! 
have adapted themselves to our locality. At the same time | 
itis to be hoped that our local sportsmen will refrain from | 
shooting any pheasants in the Didsbury district this fall. | 
Let them multiply and within two or three years we may | 
ll he able to enjoy the sport of hunting them without fear 
of depleting the breeding stock we now have.

CLECTRICITY ON THE FARM 
| 


Bruce Martin, dominion government analyst station- 
ed at Olds, stated in Calgary recently that in the experi- 
mental elecrification areas in Alberta, such as Olds, Swal- | 
well and Vegreville, the use of electricity on the farms in 
one year increased remarkably, 

Mr. Martin says that if any district is really anxious 
to get electricity as quickly as possible it should organize 
itself, draw up complete plins of the location of subserib- 
ers and submit these to the power company concerned. If 
this were done these communities would probably get pre- 
ference when the company is able to expand its services. 

Taking Mr. Martin at his word it would seem that the 
Didsbury district, which is ideally situated for the estab- 
lishment of rural electrification, should organize imme- 
diately in an effort to have the power lines erected and 
farms serviced with electricity, Delay in doing so can only 
mean a delay in the time when rural electrification will be 
established here,

Women of Yellowknife have a 
little private transportation prob- 
lem on their hands that hasn’t been 
solved yet. 

You see, there is no bus or street 
car service there, no way of getting 
their groceries home but by 
Shanke’s mare and a stout shopping 
bag, that gets mighty heavy by the 
time they've plodded that long, 
long mile between the waterfront 
(where all the stores are) to their 

| homes on the new townsite. 

Unless you've struck a gold mine 
| lately you're not likely to have a 
| car of your own. Like every place 
| else they're scarce as hen's teeth 
;and cost like nobody's on account 
}of the long freight haul. 

| Transportation is the biggest prob- 
| lem of this thriving new settlement. 
A thousand miles from the nearest 
city, icebound cight months of the 
year, the cost of freighting runs 
from $80 to $8000 a ton, depending 
on whether your grub comes in by 
water in the summer or by plane. 
In winter, huge caterpillar tractors 
haul in sleigh-loads of supplies (ten 
sleighs to a cat).

According to an official report on 
the numbers of swine on farms in 
Canada on June 1, 1946, the reduc- 
tion in hog numbers, which has 
been continuing since the high point 
in December, 1943, is again in evid- 
ence, the number of hogs on farms 
totalling 5,377,000 as compared 
with 6,025,600 on June 1, 1945. 
While there were small increases 
in Prince Edward Island, Quebec, 
and Ontario, the other provinces 
showed declines, The reductions in 
New Brunswick and in British 
Columbia were not great, but in 
| Saskatchewan there was only 75.2 
|per cent and in Alberta only 75.1 
| per cent of the numbers that were 
on the farms in 1945. Nova Scotia 
‘had 82.2 per cent and Manitoba 82.5 
per cent of the 1945 totals. The 
net reduction for Canada was 10.8 
per cent. 

The number of sows expected to 
farrow has, however, declined very 
little, having dropped from 512,500 
in 1945 to 507.900 in 1946. These 
figures, says the report, are a 
strong indication that the down- 
ward trend in hog production is 
beginning to level off. In all the 
Fastern Provinces, there is a decid: 
)ed increase in the number of sows 
|expected to farrow, from 4.3. per 

| eent in Prince Edward Island to as 
| high as 26.7 per cent in Nova 
| Scotia. A significant increase of 7.4 
} per cent occurred in Ontario, with 
| 214,700 sows expected to farrow as
